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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Middleton: 

At the close of another municipal year I take 
pleasure in submitting to you my fourteenth annual re- 
port as superintendent of the schools of Middleton. 

The usual statistics relating to the schools will be 
found in the following table:

The totals and averages in this table differ but 
slightly from those of the preceding year. The number 
of pupils is two less. There is a slight increase in the 
per cent of attendance and in the number of instances of 
tardiness. | . 

The number of pupils enrolled in our schools for 
the present year is 48, an increase of eight above the 
number enrolled Jast year.

At the last annual meeting the voters of the dis- 
trict by a small majority expressed a preference that the 
Hollow school be opened in place of the Corner school. 
An appropriation of $300 for the renovation of this 
building was made and approximately the same amount 
was deducted from the item of transportation in the 
budget. 

Karly in the summer it became evident that the 
number of pupils who would be assigned to this school 
would be too large to be accommodated by the building 
without enlarging it. The amount of the appropriation 
was not large enough to cover the expenses of building 
on an addition. Everything considered, it seemed best 
to continue the school at the Corner for another year and 
let the voters at the annual meeting again consider the 
matter and plan for the health and comfort of the pupils 
who are now badly crowded. 

The expense of transportation, consequently, is 
about the same this year as previously, and it will be 
necessary for the district to take action to transfer the 
special appropriation to the general fund to cover this 
expense. 

In considering the question of this school the vot- 
ers should keep several facts in mind. First, the build- 
ings at the Corner and at the Hollow are almost exactly 
of the same size, and neither one of them is large enough 
to take care of the number of pupils we now have in com- 
fort and with due consideration of their health. Second, 
since the state will contribute to the support of but one 
school in this part of the town under present conditions, 
it is impossible to run both schools unless the district 
pays the entire expense of operating one of them. This 
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would be too great an expense to ask the district to as- 
sume. Third, the district owns no land’around either of 
these houses on which to erect an addition. 

It would seem that the voters must choose between 
three courses of action. first, they. may do nothing 
about the matter. In that case things would remain as 
they now are with pupils overcrowded and uncomfort- 
able. Second, they may vote to enlarge either of the 
buildings and make appropriation for the work. In such 
case they must also make provision for additional land 
on which to build. Third, they may vote to move either 
one or both of the bulidings to a new site and construct 
a building suited to the needs of the pupils. 

In any event, the voters should lay aside all per- 
sonal prejudices and act according to what seems to them 
to be for the best interests of the children whose lives 
and interests are concerned. 

This report will be accompanied by the report of 
the school nurse.
